is along process 


St. Albert Mayor Dick 
Plain told the Gazette Mon- 
day that if the Local 
Authorities Board decides St. 
Albert should annex 5500 
acres of land to its south and 
east, ‘‘it could not happen 
before January 1, 1978.’’ 

The LAB’s order would 
also have to go before the 
Provincial cabinet, the mayor 
said, within the same time 
frame. By the time the 
annexation passed through 
cabinet, final authorization 
for the annexation would not 
come till even later than the 
turn of the year, the mayor 


hinted. ‘ 

While the mayor has 
pointed out that the MD of 
Sturgeon is opposed to St. 
Albert getting any of the 
lands it needs for annexation 
he says St. Albert has got 
something out of the recent 
LAB hearings. 

He says he hopes St. 
Albert has provided (the 
LAB) with St. Albert’s justi- 
fication regarding the need 
for more light industrial 
land, as well as providing for 
the city’s recreational needs 
along Big Lake and the 
Sturgeon Valley. Part of the 


annexation would take in 
lands of the Green Belt or 
Restricted Development Ar- 
ea (RDA). 

BACM’s annexation for 
1900 acres to the northwest 
of St. Albert has been 
adjourned till the fall by the 
LAB. 

When that proposal comes 
up again at the LAB, St. 
Albert is expected to oppose 
it on the grounds that BACM 
have not made sufficient 
provision for handling the 
extra traffic resulting from 
that annexation. 


Public hearing islikely . 
on “Shell” property 


The St. Albert Forest Lawn 
and District Community As- 
sociation can expect a public 
hearing early in September 
on the rezoning of some 
lands which are known as the 
Shell property. 

The five acres of land have 
been in and out of the news 
ever since last December 
when the Daon Development 
Corporation told council of 
their intent to locate a major 
food store on the land boun- 
ded by Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue, Fairview Boulevard 
and the V.J. Maloney school. 

That development never 
got off the ground since the 
lands in question have still to 


be finally classified. 


Mayor Dick Plain told the’ 


Gazette Monday afternoon a 
motion will be in front of 
council August 2 to have a 
public hearing on the rezon- 
ing of four acres to R-l 
(single family) and one acre 
C-2, commercial. 

The public hearing will 
come up about a month after 
the first council meeting in 
August, the mayor sugges- 
ted. 

The Forest Lawn District 
and Community Association 
is adamant that it be allowed 
the vehicle of a public 
hearing to get something 
finalized on the site.

Three farmers in the MD 
of Sturgeon were recently 
awarded $32,946 damages in 
an out of court settlement 
following construction of St.

According to terms of the 
settlement, the farmers have 
no further claims outstand- 
ing, absolving everyone from 
all further responsibility. 

Those involved in the out 
of court settlement were 
Sturgeon farmers Neil Dug- 
gan, Albert Ebbers and 
David Fokema, the City of St. 
Albert and the contractor. 

The farmers awarded the 
damages had complained. of 
crop losses, flooding, soil 
mixing, pushed up dikes and 
trespass owing to the con- 
struction of the sewage out- 
fall line to the North Sask- 
atchewan River.

Although St. Albert’s $30 
million downtown core has 
lain dormant for the past 
year local businessmen are 
showing strong interest in 
locating in the core. 

Last year the St. Anne 
Street extension was put 
through, but so far there has 
been no development of the 
downtown core. 

There are plans for a court 
house and a civic centre, and 
the whole development is 
expected to coincide with the 
major regional shopping 
centre from Abacus Cities 
slated for the east side of the 
St. Albert Trail. This is 
slated for the 61 acre triangle 
of land bounded by Bellerose 
Drive, the St. Albert Trail, 
and the Sturgeon River. 

“We have had a definite 
interest shown for a portion 
of the commercial area by a 
group of St. Albert bus- 
inessmen,’’ Mayor Dick PI- 
ain told the Gazette this 
week, 

The mayor was not able to 
disclose the names of the 
businessmen or make any 
further announcement on 
that part of the negotiations. 

With the interest shown in 
the core, the mayor says that 
St. Albert will have to insure 
there is a well defined plan in 
the downtown area develop- 
ment.

Canada is between devil 
and deep blue sea 


Canada is caught squarely 
between the devil of sep- 
aration and the deep blue sea 
of economic disaster. There 
is no blinking the fact that 
our country is in a’ bad way. 
The future, as of now, looks 
no brighter. Unemployment 
in this nation of 24 million 
souls stands at close to one 
million, approximately the 
same figure as for Japan with 
her population of 112 million. 
Inflation still erodes the 
purchasing power of our 
dollar, the Yo-Yo currency of 
the international market. 

“The Canadian dollar has 
earned the reputation of 
being the most erratic major 
currency on the board,’’ R. 
G. Gibbens wrote recently in 
the Montreal Star. It is 
noteworthy that he, like 
many other observers, be- 
lieves it was an abrupt 
change in monetary and 
interest-rate policy, not the 
threat of secession implicit in 
the PQ election victory, 
which was ‘‘at the heart of 
the drop.” 

Despite a swing back to 
surplus in our merchandise 
trade, we still carry a huge 
current account deficit. For- 
eign borrowing of around $8 
billiom last year put us at the 
top of the list in that category 
and forecast borrowing ab- 
road this year of around $6 
billion should help to ensure 
that we maintain that un- 
enviable position. At home, 
consumer enthusiasm is re- 
strained. 

Business investment, in all 
but a few specialized cate- 
gories such as petro-chemi- 
cals, is, to put it mildly, 
cautious, Canadian secon- 
dary industry is on the 
defensive as witnessed by 
the number of pleas for tariff 
and quota protection and the 
stream of complaints sche- 
duled for hearing before the 
Anti-Dumping Tribunal, The 
general malaise afflicting 
seconda.y industry in this 
country was explained re- 
cently by Mr. Leonard 
Annett, director of Corporate 
Planning for Electrohome 
Ltd., speaking at the Seventh 
Annual Conference on Bus- 
iness Forecasting at McMas- 
ter University. 

Mr. Annett blamed the 
declining profitability of his 
company in recent years on 
an inability to compete with 
foreign manufacturers on a 
cost basis. *‘The whole 
Canadian cost structure is 
too high for secondary 
manufacturers to be com- 
petitive in export markets,’” 
he said. Canada imports $450 
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more per capita of finished 
goods than she exports. This 
he saw as a direct threat to 
the jobs of the 20% of 
Canadian workers engaged 
in secondary manufacturing. 

Such a situation would 
inevitably lead to a decline in 
manufacturing in Canada 
and, probably, to the gradual 
withdrawal of manufacturing 
plants to the U.S., a trend 
unfortunately already app- 
arent. Main factors in the 
unfavourable cost structure 
were, he felt, taxation and 
the high cost of labour. 
Taxation to support social 
measures - ‘‘we have gone 
too far, too fast’’ -- put a 
heavy financial burden on 
industry. In 1976, govern- 
ment spending at all levels 
amounted to 41.5% of GNP. 
The accelerating cost of the 
labour component added to 
the burden. 

In other times and in other 
countries, such a situation 
has cried out for decisive 
action, a concerted national 
effort. The magnitude of - 
today’s challenge makes it 
imperative for Canadians to 
close ranks to meet a 
common danger. Beyond a 
shadow of doubt, the people 
of this country are deeply 
concerned about both our 
economic and constitutional 
problems. But the mood of 
the country is apathetic. It is 
as if the Quebec crisis has 
mesmerized the whole coun- 
try. 

We appear like chickens 
frozen before the snake of 
separation. The gravity of 
the threat to the nation 
presented by the possibility 
of secession of the Province 
of Quebec should not be 
underestimated nor under- 
stated. But it should not be

allowed to paralyze the na- 
tional will completely. Life, 
with or without Quebec, 
must go on. It will benefit 
nobody to let the economy go 
to pot while constitutional 
issues, however important, 
are debated. 

The fires of separatism 
and regional disaffection are 
fired, at least in part, by 
economic factors. A sick 
national economy breeds 
discontent in the whole body, 
not simply in one area. The 
feeling of doubt about the 
Canadian confederation as 
we have known it to now, the 
feeling of estrangement from 
the centre on the part of 
outlying regions, is no longer 
peculiar to the Province of 
Quebec. It is increasingly 
apparent in other areas as 
well. 

It is this dangerous trend 
whieh makes it vital to tackle 
immediately our economic 
problems. Besides, it is

probable that a healthy 
national economy might be 
the single most persuasive 
argument for keeping Can. 
ada intact. Even a clear 
indication that conditions 
were improving and were 
likely to get better, would be 
a strong unifying factor, 
Proponents of keeping Can. 
ada whole need to be able to 
argue from strength. No- 
thing could provide more 
muscle than a convalescent 
economy. 

In time of war, a nation’s 
survival is directly and 
obviously threatened. At 
such a time, everything is 
mobilized in support of a 
single aim, victory. It is not 
as easy, in times of peace, to 
marshall a people's energy 
and spirit toward the same 
end. However, Canada today 
faces a threat to national 
survival as real as any that 
she has in war.

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City fire agreement is still 


in limbo with Sturgeon 


The fire agreement be- 
tween the MD of Sturgeon 
and St. Albert is still in limbo 
and Mayor Dick Plain said 
Monday the impasse ‘‘can- 
not go on day after day.”’ 

The agreement between 
the two authorities officially 
ended July 1, but there has 
been an ongoing attempt to 
patch the agreement up so as 
not to lose it altogether. 

Mayor Plain fears that 
with St. Albert taking care of 
the situation the way it is 
now, ‘‘there could be a law 
suit,’’ with St. Albert not 
having the protection of the 
agreement. 

St. Albert is looking after 
fire protection in Calahoo, 
out to SOth Street and in the 
northwest industrial area, all 
of which come under the 
jurisdiction of the MD of 
Sturgeon. 

But Mayor Plain says the 
city will extend the terms of 


the agreement another mon- 
th and a half. He says 
however that he doesn’t want 
to go ‘worse than September 
1,”’ by which time Sturgeon 
should have the matter 
resolved. 

Looking after the MD 
under the fire agreement is 
costing St. Albert at least 
$350,000 and the mayor says 
“the only way we can go at it 
is on a cost shared basis.”’ 

A complicating factor in 
the agreement is that country 
residential subdivisions like 
the Manor Estates devel- 
opment may keep springing 
up and they need fire 
protection just like anywhere 
else. 

Mayor Plain referred to 
the difficulties imposed on 
the St. Albert fire service in 
trying to protect country 
residential subdivisions, and 
also the difficulties of those 
areas giving themselves a

He also felt that the more 
scattered these develop- 
ment were, the more expen- 
sive they were to look after.

CANADIAN HANDLING OF NEWS UNDER SCRUTINY 


Accusations of bias and subversion made against the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation by the Prime Minister 
and the Canadian Radio-Television Telecommunications 
Commission are a strange thing to have to listen to. 


They come in the context of a general disatisfaction with the 
role of the news media in Canada, particularly whether or 
not they are giving us a balanced view of Canada and indeed 
the rest of the world. 


But surely Canadians cannot really gripe about the coverage 
their own media give them of their own country; nor can the 
media be faulted for painting a gloomy picture of strife in 
every sector of society, culminating in the struggle for this 
country’s unity. 


Canadians are griping about news coverage though; the 
latest plaintiff is British Columbia which just said it is only 
getting about one percent coverage by the national media. 


There is the danger that in the efforts to meet the demand 
for coverage of Canadian events, the rest of the world will be 
given short shrift and this at a time in history when the 
really big events are all taking place out of Canada’s 
borders. 


Pickup the weekly air mail edition of the Manchester 
Guardian and you won't find one story about Canada in it 
from week to week. 


But that does not mean that that respected publication has 
an anti-Canadian bias - there was thorough coverage of the 
Quebec crisis last November and no doubt there would be 
thorough coverage of any Canadian crisis which merited it. 


The lesson from the Manchester Guardian is that Canadian 
news hardly makes it when it is in fair competition with the 
rest of the world. 


Because southern Canadians are also able to switch on the 
ABC and NBC American news networks, they are in a 
position to see whether the rest of the world is being 
sacrificed on the altar of Canadian content for its own sake. 


Events in the Third World, Africa and Asia have reached 
such a pass that all the media are paying much more 
attention to what is going on in these countries than at any 
time in the recent past. 


The Third World countries are also known to be thinking of 
establishing their own news service, something which could 
be more than a match for the big Western news 
conglomerates like Reuters and Associated Press. 


Canadian news tends to be boring because it is so 


predictable compared with other news which sings across 
the wires. 


Listen to or watch the news tonight and it can be guaranteed 
that many of the following variables will come up: news 
from the eternal Ottawa-Montreal-Toronto triangle, 
something from BC if you’re lucky, the turgidities of Federal 
politics and politicians, Polysar, Sky Shops, disputes in the 
post office and among the air traffic controllers, national 
unity and Quebec. Then of course there has to be news 
about pipelines and development in Canada’s north, and 
mercury poisoning on Indian reserves. 


And that about sums Canadian news up in a nutshell. It’s a 
very limited bag and if anything it is easily overshadowed by 
other world events. 


Though listening to the emphasis given to it by the national 
media, one would sometimes think that Canada cornered 
the market for news which was ‘‘entertainment’’ value.

On April 4, 1977 Council 
was asked by me how they 
were financing the purchase 
of the 160 acres of land in the 
Campbell Industrial Site. In 
their answer to me various 
sections of the Municipal Act 
were quoted. In reading 
these sections it appeared to 
me that council might not be 
acting within these sections 
and I therefore asked the 
Department of Municipal 
Affairs to conduct an investi- 
gation. The City of St. Albert 
told the municipal investiga- 
tors that the purchase sum 
had been budgeted for in the 
1977 budget as a current

expenditure. The city is also 
budgeting for an equal 
revenue from the sale of this 
land. The budget had been 
finalized between April 4, 
1977 (when I asked my 
questions) and the inves- 
tigation later on. 

The Gazette of July 20, 
1977 reports that at the 
council meeting of July 18 a 
letter from the Deputy Mini- 
ster of Municipal Affairs was 
read declaring that council 
had acted within legal 
bounds. I also received a 
letter regarding my request 
for an inquiry. My letter 
came from the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs giving the 


same information but also 
stated: ‘'..... the City does 
have approval to borrow the 
balance of the money thr- 
ough Local Authorities Board 
Order 9365, the balance of 
that order is the amount of 
$2,063,000.00"’. This order 
means that bylaw 9/77 which 
council advertised for $3,- 
520,000 had been reduced by 
nearly 1% million dollars. 
Council has therefore been 
prevented from using this 
bylaw to cover their hasty 
payment of April 1, 1977. 
Unless the land is sold this 
year, the City of St. Albert 
will have a cash-flow shor- 
tage of $1'% million this year.

Unifarm against 
dam site decision 


Unifarm President Dobson 
Lea said that Environment 
Minister David Russell has 
shown arrogant disregard for 
the welfare of district far- 
mers by pushing ahead with 
plans for a dam on the Red 
Deer River at Spruce View. 

Mr. Lea expressed dismay 
that the government had 
announced its intention to 
proceedwith the dam at the 
Spruce View site despite 
objections of farmers, farm 
organizations and its own 
Environment Conservation 
Authority. 

In two submissions on the 
subject, Unifarm has advo- 
cated a dam at site 11, 
upstream of Sundre, which 
would meet the requirements 
of water control without 
destroying farm lands and 
disrupting the livelihoods of 
about 20 farm families in the 
Spruce View area. 

The government decision, 
Mr. Lea said, is not in 
keeping with its avowed 
dedication to the preserva- 
tion of the agricultural 
industry, which is apparently 
to be sacrificed again for the 
benefit of petro-chemical 
plants in the Red Deer area. 

Its action last year in 
halting plans for a strip-mine 
and power plant in the 
Camrose area had given rise 
to hopes that the importance 
of agriculture as a primary 
industry was finally to be 
recognized. However, Mr. 
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ROMANS, 1:16 


Lea said, the decision to 
proceed at the Spruce View 
location is an indication that 
preservation of food pro- 
ducing lands for the future 
has a lower priority than 
lucrative short-term returns 
from the petro-chemical in- 
dustry. 

It is particularly distur- 
bing, he said, in view of the 
fact that feasible alternatives 
are available. 

Higher costs associated 
with site 11 and alternate 
storage facilities were cited 
by Mr. Russell as one reason 
for selection of the Spruce 
View site. Mr. Lea ques- 
tioned whether it is possible 
to weigh the social and 
economic loss of agricultural 
land gone forever against the 
dollars and cents value of a 
one-shot capital outlay at site 
6 


Unifarm, though commit- 
ted to the preservation of 
agricultural land, does not 
wish to impede progress or 
disregard the needs of 
communities or industries 
located along the Red Deer 
River system. 

It is, however, deeply 
disturbed that the provincial 
government, while paying 
lip-service to the future role 
of agriculture in the economy 
of the province, is now 
prepared to let costs play a 
major part in a decision of 
this magnitude, the Unifarm 
president said.

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A Trophy Case

There are days — many of 
them — when one believes, 
passionately, that the federal 
government offers prizes to 
selected departments. The 
winning departments are 
those which come up with 
the most bizarre and least 
sensible programs. 

Obviously, competition 
for these prizes must be fi- 
erce. Nonetheless, the Un- 
employment Insurance Com- 
mission deserves to hold a 
substantial share of the 
awards. 

The U.LC.’s intention is 
admirable: to ease the pain 
caused by involuntary lack 
of work. The effect, however, 
is different from the intent; 
often, it seems the U.I.C, is 
responsible for creating un- 
employment. Certainly, this 
has been a frequent com- 
plaint voiced by members of 
the small business commu- 
nity. 

The Commission's treat- 
ment of Canadian auto work- 
ers provides an interesting 
example of the U.LC. at 
work, 

Every summer, the auto 
manufacturers shut down to 
retool their factories for the 
new models. The shut-down 
can carry on for 6 weeks or 
more. During this period, 
workers are laid off. 


Normally, any worker 
who is seeking unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits is re- 
quired to register first with 
Canada Manpower. Any 
worker who is not available 
for work — or refuses work 
arranged by Manpower — 
loses all unemployment in- 
surance benefits. 

Auto workers are differ- 


ent, though. They are not re- 
quired to register with Man- 
power. For the first two 
weeks of the annual layoff, 
they collect holiday pay. The 
next two weeks constitute 
the statutory waiting period. 
Then they become available 
for regular U.L.C. benefits 
plus a special supplementary 
benefit organized by the auto 
companies. Taken together, 
these benefits equal 95 per 
cent of a worker’s regular 
pay. 

Other laid-off workers em- 
ployed by big firms get simi- 
lar treatment. The U.L.C. has 
a special provision for mass 
layoffs of less than seven 
weeks’ duration; under these 
conditions, the Commission 
is allowed to waive the re- 
quirement of registration for 
employment. 


This arrangement has seri- 
ous implications for all Cana- 
dians, not the least being the 
gift of paid holidays compli- 
ments of the Canadian tax- 
payer for certain classes of 
workers. The Canadian Fed- 
eration of Independent Busi- 
ness points out, quite rightly, 
that workers who are laid-off 
for any period by a small em- 
ployer must register immedi- 
ately for other employment 
if they wish to retain their 
benefits. When the small em- 
ployer is in a position to re- 
call the worker, that worker 
may have been forced tc ac- 
cept otheremployment then 
the employer must go to the 
expense of training a new 
worker. The auto companies 
don’t face this problem. 

Yes, the trophy shelves at 
the U.LC. must be crowded 
with coveted government 
awards.

COTTAGE VS MOTOK HOME - 
From the Financial Post 


If you're paying off a cottage or motor home, chances are 
your family’s vacations are costing a whole lot more than 
you think, reports Jennifer yon Buchstab in The Financial 
Post Magazine. In fact, what is generally touted to be a 
cheap vacation may end up costing you thousands of dollars 
a year. In a comparison of financing and operating costs, 
FPM “‘purchased’’ a hypothetical cottage and motor home. 
In each case, a $10,000 down payment was made and the 
balance financed over 15 years. Operating costs (gasoline, 
propane, hydro, taxes, insurance, and so on) were 
calculated over a five-year period. Then, to get the actual 
net cost of ownership, both cottage and motor home were 
“‘sold."’ The cottage was assumed to have appreciated a 
conservative 5% annually, while the motor home held its 
value, The cost? $5,262 annually over those five years for 
the cottage, while the motor home was an even more 
expensive proposition, at $7,182 annually. Nota cheap 
holiday by any stretch of the imagination - unless, of course, 
you’re regularly in the habit of spending that much on 
family vacations. But if a cottage is not to your fancy, if cost 
is no problem and if a motor home seems, well, just too 
common, then how about a helihome? For a mere $310,000, 
says The Financial Post Magazine, Winnebago will sell you 
a helicopter completely furnished and equipped with air 
conditioning, shower, color TV, and bar. It'll cost $75-$80 an 
hour to operate, and you'll get just under two miles to the 
gallon of aircraft fuel. But you would be the only guy on the 
block ... ’

hungry birds from attacking crops. 


A development of the ‘Flash Harry”’ bird scarer, it uses the 
biograph principle of early moving pictures. The revolving 
metal vanes carry silhouettes of a flapping bird made from 
reflective white material which produce a differing flashing 
and flapping effect, depending on the quality of light falling 

' on the silhouettes. Being erratic in motion, depending on 
the wind, birds are constantly startled by another ‘bird’ 
apparently flying away in alarm. 


Agricaid say that the ‘‘Fly-away Peter’’ - which costs about 
$40 - is particularly effective when two or three are used 
together in an area where there is a dense infestation of 
birds.

WESTLOCK COUNCIL BERATES BEAVERS 


Our national animal is the subject of some hositility in the 
Westlock area. At the July 14 meeting of the Westlock 
Municipal Council, councillors held the beavers responsible 
for various problems in the area. 

One councillor was heard to say, ‘‘Those crafty little 
beggars! If you foil them at one end of the culvert, they just 
walk across the road and work upstream inside the culvert!"’ 

The appealing but destructive little creatures have 
plugged the culverts, which has resulted in flooded fields 
and haylands, washed out roads and sluggish waters 
downstream. Taxpayers have deluged the municipal office 
with complaints. 

One area in particular has been at target for the beavers’ 
activities. They have plugged a culvert in a deep ravine on 
Highway 663, causing several accidents, including one in 
which a housetrailer was totally demolished. The area's 
district engineer was present at the meeting to inform the 
council that residents in the area of the highway want the 
culvert replaced by a bridge. 

The beavers have also been active in the area about three 
miles east of Jarvie, where they have been building a dam 
under a bridge. 


NEW LIGHTS ON HIGHWAY 2 SOUTH 
From the Leduc Representative 


Motorists northbound on Highway 2 are going to need a 
brake beginning Friday, July 29. 

A 45 mile per hour speed limit will go into effect at Nisku 
that day and there are also plans for a similar speed zone 
heading up to traffic lights being installed at Ellerslie. 

At Nisku, a light has been erected at the northbound 
lanes’ intersection with the east-west road, flashing orange 
to highway traffic and red at the crossroad to support 
existing stop signs. 

Officials hope the reduction in speed will alleviate a 
serious accident problem in the vicinity of that intersection. 

The 4S m.p.h. zone is designed as an interim measure as 
plans have been made to rebuild Highway 2 from Leduc to 
Ellerslie to a freeway standard within six years. 

The 45 m.p.h. limit will also be applied at Ellerslie once 
the installed traffic lights are functioning.

The Alberta study re- 
vealed that a plurality of 41 


parents become familiar with 
the program, and work to- 
gether with the teacher to 
further the child’s develop- 
ment. 

During the 1977-78 term, 
emphasis will be placed on 
planning and organizing a 
more extensive parent pro- 
gram. Parent workshops and 
seminars will be designed to 
serve specific needs and 
concerns of parents. It is 
hoped that these workshops 
will provide individuals with 
additional information useful 
in improving their role as 
parents of young children. 


percent of all participants felt 
that discipline was just about 
right. Parents of school 
children especially favoured 
this attitude. Thirty-two per- 
cent of the respondents 
thought discipline was nearly 
right but perhaps too lenient. 

A difference in attitude 
was detectable amongst the 
variuus participating groups. 
More trustees than any other 
group found discipline erred 
on the side of leniency, and 
teachers were the second 
largest group taking this 
position. In their overall view 
of the matter, trustees were 
closer to teachers than they 
were to parents, admini- 
strators and students. It has 
been suggested that the 
trustees’ attitude arises from 
the fact that they are exposed 
to and must deal with severe 
misbehaviour. As a result, 
they perceive discipline as 
too lenient. 

The questionnaire also in- 
cluded ideas for improving 
school discipline, and asked 
respondents to comment. 
One of these suggested 
relaxing attendance regula- 
tions, allowed students to 


quit school at any time after 
elementary school. This idea 
was rejected by 76 percent of 
the participants. A more tra- 
ditional suggestion proposed 
that the schools use whatever 
means are necessary to 
maintain discipline including 
the strap. The participants 
were divided on this, with 14 
percent rating it an excellent 
idea, while 15 percent took 
the opposite view. A more 
humanistic proposal, that 
students should be given 
more freedom and encour- 


-aged to develop self-disci- 


pline also brought divided 
opinion, with eight percent 
rating the idea excellent and 
17 percent stating it was ‘‘no 
good.”’ 

Lack of discipline in the 
home was the reason most 
often cited for school dis- 
cipline problems, The next 
most frequently mentioned 
cause was poor parent- 
teacher rapport. 

The study also found that 
students, parents and tea- 
chers connected with small 
schools felt there was less of 
a problem with discipline 
than those in large schools.

Evangeline has always been regarded as a Canadian 
figure - at least by Canadians. Not so south of the border 
where Americans living in Louisiana claim her as one of 
their own.

Neither had any idea where the other 
was, though both made their way to Poste des Attakaps in 
Louisiana. Louis arrived first. Emmeline - with her wedding 
gown still carefully treasured in her small trunk - arrived 
three years later, only to learn that Gabriel, believing her 
lost forever, had married someone else.

What's in @ | house: Foundation and basement

Many people don’t know 

exactly what goes into the 

building of a house.

you are having a home built 
to your specifications or are 
buying one ready made, you 
should know something ab- 
out the construction meth- 
ods. 

The first phase of con- 
struction is the excavation 
work. Foundation work is 
started soon after. 

The first parts of the 
foundation are the footings, 
the wider sections at the base 
of the foundation wall. They 
are designed to support the 
weight of the house. The size 
of the footings is determined 
by the weight of the finished 
house and the prevailing soil 
conditions. For example, a 
house built on a rock base 
could have narrower footings 
than one built on soft 
ground. 

Once the footings are in 
place, the foundation walls 
are erected usually using 
concrete blocks or concrete 
placed into forms, Next, to 
keep water from seeping into 
the basement the foundation 
walls are damp-proofed. A 
tar-like liquid is spread on 
the outside surface of the 
foundation from the footings 
to ground level. To carry 
excess ground water away 
from the foundation, drain 
tiles are laid next to the 
footings at the bottom of the 
excavation hole. These 
‘weeping tiles’’ carry excess 
ground water to the sewer 
system. 

It is also important that the 
elevation of the house is such 
that surface water will drain 
away from the structure. 


When all these steps are 
completed, material from the 
excavation is replaced ag- 
ainst the foundation walls in 
a process called back-filling. 
However, back-filling should 
not be done until the floor 
joists are installed over the 
basement. This floor struc- 
ture braces the foundation 
walls against the inward 
pressure of the fill. 

Backfilling must be done 
with care since a haphazard 
job could damage the damp- 
roofing of the walls, or 
misalign the weeping tiles. 
The soil used for the 
backfilling should be free of 
debris and should be com- 
pacted in layers. Frozen soil 
should never be used be- 
cause the ground will settle 
too much when it thaws. 

Most people like the added 
space a basement provides 
and for this reason most 
houses are built on this way. 

The floor is the last part of 
a basement to be construc- 
ted. It is laid once the roof is 
in place so the concrete can 
cure, protected from the 
elements. Sewer and water 
lines linking the house to the 
mains servicing the neigh- 
borhood are put in prior to 
the laying of the basement 
floor. 

Not all houses have base- 
ments though. Some houses 
are built on a concrete slab or 
over a crawl space. 

Houses built on a slab 
have all services for the 
plumbing, such as sewer and 
water pipes, electrical and 
heating sysiems, built direc- 
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tly into the slab. Before the 
concrete for the slab is 
poured, several inches of 
gravel is spread over the 
entire area to be covered by 
concrete, Electrical conduits, 
plumbing pipes and heating 
ducts are then set in place. 

This work is inspected 
and, if the work is satis- 
factory, the concrete is 
poured, The ends of pipes 
and conduits will be sticking 
out of the concrete for the 
final service connections to 
the house. Slab foundations 
are protected from moisture 
by tough plastic material laid 
on the ground just before the 
concrete is poured, 

A house over a crawl space 
has a foundation constructed 
ina similar way to a house 
with a basement but, there 
are three basic differences. 

Access to a crawl space is 
generally through a hatch jn 
the floor; the crawl space is 
well ventilated and the floor 
is provided with a ground 
cover. 4 

When the foundations are 


completed and have acquired 
enough strength to support 
major loads, the framing of 
the house begins. Next in 
this series, we will discuss 
the construction of the upper 
floors.

and regulations 


Canadian waters can be chilly 
A person won't last very long in 
cold water and heavy clothing 
can quickly drag you down 


There is an equipment check 
list available for every size of 
boat. This information is con- 
tained in the publication Boaring 
Safety Guide, which may be 
obtained free from the Federal 
Ministry of Transport, or the 
Allied Boating Association of 
Canada, Suite #210, 4800 Dun- 
das St. West, Islington, Ontario 
MYA IBI, telephone (416) 236- 
2497, Here are some basic rules 


First, a government-approved 
flotation aid is required for each 
person aboard. In a boat I8 feet 
in length or smaller, these can be 
a lifejacket, personal flotation 
device or a cushion. These items 
should be stored in a dry, acces- 
sible area, and not used for other 
purposes such as fenders. Life- 
jackets should be worn at all 
times—particularly by children 


A fire extinguisher is a must for 
every boat with an inboard motor 
and larger types of sailing craft. It 
should be held securely by a 
bracket and located near the 
Steering position. It should also 
be checked a couple of times each 
season to ensure that it has 
adequate pressure. If it is of the 
dry powder type, shake it to make 
sure the powder is loose and not 
caked 

Most of today's power equip- 
ment runs without too many 
problems, but it is a good idea to 
have some basic repair items

dry container, such as a large 
plastic garbage bag fastened at 
the top. These. emergency items 
should include a tool kit with 
pliers, wrenches, screw drivers, 
spark plugs and wrench, cotter 
pins, and often a spare prop. The 
engine manual should be easily 
available atall times and stored in 
a waterproof case 

Operate your boat in a conser- 
vative manner. Take care not to 
jump the wake of other boats and 
Stay away from areas of turbu- 
lence. Don’t put a heavy hand on 
the throttle. Keep your speed ata 
rate where your boat feels steady, 
comfortable and controlled. Re- 
member that debris will be at the 
peak during the spring. Look for 
and remove deadheads, drift- 
wood and other navigational 
hazards whenever possible 

Of course, it’s an absolute rule 
to never overload your boat 
When you are opening up a 
cottage or camp reached by boat, 
there is a temptation to shorten 
the number of trips by piling in 
people and supplies. Don't do it. 
Use safe loading limits. These are 
posted in boats 12 feet in length 
and over 

Of course any new  boater 
should learn the “rules of the 
road”. Know all the necessary 
navigational regulations required 
to operate your craft in a safe 
manner. Don’t guess. There are 
plenty of books and information 
sources readily available on the 
subject.

Bon Accord mayor 


fights to equalize 


recreation costs 


A dispute seems to be brewing between Bon Accord and 
the MD of Sturgeon on better funding for local recreation. 

The village of Bon Accord donation to the local recreation 
board was over $3,000 in 1976 compared to the $342 
received from the MD of Sturgeon. 

However it may be pointed out that the MD of Sturgeon 
pays the ‘‘lion’s share’’ for regional recreation in the 
Sturgeon area, while all other groups pay 2.2 mills. 

Bon Accord Mayor Ken Fearnley says it would be better if 
Bon Accord could depend on a set amount from the MD. 

He feels that the new recreation grant system which is 
supposed to allow different regions to catch up on their 
allocations is inadequate. 

“They give an even break one year then not another,’’ he 
explains. 

He also complained that recreation Issues were getting 
more complicated ‘‘all the time, there doesn’t seem to be 
any overall direction.’’ 

While the MD 6 Sturgeon is looking at the suggestions 
from Bon Accord, no answer has come from them to Bon 
Accord yet, the mayor says. 

The recreation issue is compounded with rural expansion 
in the Bon Accord area. Mayor Fearnley says all acreage 
subdivisions contribute to the recreational and education 
{funding} problem. 

To this end, a motion was passed at the July 12 meeting of 
Bon Accord council stating that that body will consider 
approval of single subdivision proposals from the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commission. 

But it will not consider applications for multi-parcel 
developments.
